HENRY J. CROCKER. 


New Rival in the California Field 


is Backed by Millions 


of Dollars 


SAN FRANCISCO, October 23.—The Standard Oil Company has a new 


rival in California, a competitor backed by millions with connections .in* Europe 
and the advantage of water transportation which eliminates much of the 
crushing power of the giant monopoly through railway • rebates. By a deal 
made last Saturday the first Important step was taken here to enter the field In 
opposition to the Standard Oil Company, and simultaneously half a million 
dollars were subscribed in London for the building of a 'blgr oil refinery in 


California. 


The transaction which brought a competitor of the Standard Oil into the 


field in California was the sale of the control of the Western Oil Refining and 
Manufacturing Company's plant at Rodeo, Contra Costa county, to the Liebes 
and Henry J. Crocker, who comprise the new concern. The plant was con- 


trolled 'by Ensign & Co., but that firm withdrew for a good round sum, leaving 
the way clear for the bold scheme of battling with the oil monopoly. The 
plant cost 575,000, tmt.it is to be enlarged to more than double its capacity.

the new owners, contemplating the expenditure of as much as $250,000 on the 
works. In this connection cab's advices were received from London announc- 
ing the subscription of 5500,000 there for the building of another. oil refinery 


In California. It is believed that the new plant will be erected in the oil fields 


of the Liebes in Santa Barbara county, where the Liebes own between 6000 


and SOOO acres of producing oil lands. 


These oil fields are near the coast, whither oil will 'be piped in large quan- 


tities and brought to this port for refining at Rodeo. In the history of the 
Standard OH, it is stated that the company never defeated a competitor having 
water transportation, which It could not control, as it has controlled the rail- 
roads and the pipe lines, leaving independent refiners and producers at its 
mercy. Owning the vast oil fields in Gouthern California, the Liebes were 


forced to find an outlet for the product or sell at the figure of the Standard 
Oil Company. "With connections in London, and the tacking of the Schell 
Transportation Company, the great competitors of Standard Oil in Europe 
the new concern will be in a position to do business independently of the trust. 
The Orient affords another market for the goods of the new independent com- 
pany or syndicate, which has the advantage of exclusive water 
transporta- 


tion between the wells and the reSnery, and then between the rflnery and 
the market. This advantage, it is stated by the trade, places the competitor 
in a good position to sell as low as the Standard Oil, even In a war of prices 


which is anticipated. 


For a long time the Standard Oil was after the Rodeo plant, but could not 


succeed in buying it, and now that another concern has got control of the re- 
finery it Is admntted that a clever trick was turned on the astute managers of 
the monopoly. 


The Identity of the parties subscribing the money in London is not yet dis- 


closed here, but they are thought to be associates of the Liebes.

As he leaned forward to- 
ward the girder his foot slipped 
and he fell headlong to the ce- 
ment . pavement. He did not 
strike any object before coming 
in contact with the sidewalk.

EXPECTED SOON. 


GERMANY'S 


STAFF IS 
CHANGED 


New Representative at 


Russia's Capital is 


Announced. 


BERLIN, Oct. 23. — The retirement 


of Count von Alvensleben, the Ger- 
man Ambassador at St. Petersburg, 
and 
the appointment o{ Herr von. 


Schoen lately Minister of Germany at 
Copenhagen, were announced today. 


Herr von Sehoen, who was five years 


at Copenhagen, rented his house four 
months ago to Thomas O'Brien, the 
new American Minister to Denmark, 
and packed up his things. • 


Since then it had been supposed by 


his colleagues in the Diplomatic serv- 
ice that he would soon receive a pro- 
motion, as he was known to be In the 
confidence of the Emperor. 
Herr von Schoen accompanied Em- 
peror William last year in his south- 
ern excursion and he "has even been 
mentioned as the ultimate successor of 
Baron 
von Richthoven, the Foreign 
Secretary. 
It was said In July that Herr 


von Sehoen would go to Washington, 
should Baron Speck von Sternburg 
retire. Von Sehoen Is 54 years old- 
His -most important service was at 
Paris, where he was secretary of the 
Embassy for several years. Count von 
Alvensleben was an- attache at Wash- 
ington 
in 
the early seventies and 
Minister there from 1884 to 1S88- He 
retires on account of age and health. 
The German Foreign Office requires 
results of its ambassadors and min- 
isters and it 'has been said for a time 
that Count Alvensleben has not 
at- 


tained the full measure expected of 
him. 
He 
received the order of the 
Black Eagle, the highest decoration in 
Germany.

HIS VICTORIOUS FLEET 


Naval Display is Impressive Sight 


and Causes Great Deal 


of Enthusiasm. 


TOKIO, ^October 23.—The naval review today pass- 


ed off without the 'slightest hitch. It was a most impres- 
sive sight, not, however, on account of the size and num- 
ber of ships, but as a conglomeration of fighting 
craft 


fresh from the war and crowned with victories of unpre- 
cedented magnitude. 


Three hundred and eight warships, including the 


following Russian battleships: Peresviet (renamed by 
the Japanese the Sagami); Poltava (Tango} ; Nicolai I; 
the ironclads General Admiral Apraxine (Okinoshima'), 
and Admiral Seniavian (Minoshima) ; twelve auxiliary 
cruisers, including three chartered vessels, twenty-eight^ 
torpedo boat destroyers, including the captured Bedovi 
ana Ryeshitelni, seventy-seven torpedo boats and five 
submarine boats, were drawn up in six lines. 


EMPEROR 
PRESENT. '

'The Emperor, on board the cruiser Asama, led by the 


protected cruiser Yaeyama and escorted by the gunboats 
Tatsuta, Chihaya and Honshu, passed along the front of 
the first line, which was headed by the battleship Shikish- 
ima, Admiral Togo's flagship. 


When the Nicolai I, which was at the end of the line, 


was reached, the cruiser Asama headed due north and 
then in a westerly direction, entering between the second 
and third lines and afterwards resumed its original posi- 
tion. 


During this maneuver 'Admiral Togo was at the Em- 


peror's side.

The Emperor then received in audience on board the 


"Asarnya, Admiral Noel and the captains of the British 
and American warships present (the battleship Wiscon- 
sin and the cruiser Cincinnati). 


The weather was fair, but it was misty upon the 


water. 


GREAT 
ENTHUSIASM. 


Popular enthusiasm, was aroused to the highest 


pitch. Besides the thousands who witnessed'the naval 
pageant from all sorts of craft in the bay, all the avail- 
able points of vantage along the shore were densely cov- 
ered with eager spectators. 


The spectacle caused much joy and satisfaction 


among the Japanese, especially in the breasts of those 
who recalled that only forty years have elapsed since at 
that very spot no warships except those of foreign pow- 
ers had ever floated. 


It is believed that the review will give a most power- 


ful stimulus to national education. 


At the conclusion of the review at 4:30 p. m. the Em- 


peror returned to Tokio.

An Ass in a Lion's Skin 


The Sunset's newspaper megaphone continues to 


rave, and to abuse the members of the Council who voted 
to grant a franchise to a competing telephone company.. 


In one column it rails against monopoly and in 


another it descants on the advantages of monopoly in the 
telephone business. That monopoly has its advantages 
for those who are able to exploit it will be dispxited by 
nobody, but the advantages to these beneficiaries are 
more than offset by the disadvantage to the general 
public. 


The Enquirer's anti-monopoly screech is- altogether at 


variance with its ftiricras denunciation of the Councilmen 
who voted to tear the clutch of the telephone monopoly 
from the throat of this community. Its violent protesta- 
tions of virtue cannot disguise the plain, unalterable fact 
that the Enquirer is fighting like a drunken sailor to 
make the Sunset's franchise exclusive for thirty-seven 
years to come. The dullest intellect in town can see 
through the impudent fraud of the pretended belief that 
all franchises should be limited to twenty-five years, for 
it is as plain as the noonday sun that it is only a pretense 
for insisting that the unrestricted monopoly of the Sun- 
Bet Company shall continue for another thirty-seven 
years. 


But what occult influence induced the Sunset's 


megaphone to suddenly rear, and tear, and emit coarse 
invective against the franchise at the e^venth hour? 
This matter has been under consideration for two months. 
It was discussed for weeks in the Council, the newspapers 
and on the streets, but the Enquirer did not say a word 
against the franchise. Prior to its passage to print the 
Enquirer seemed to favor it. When the Council passed 
it to a third reading the megaphone offered no criticism, 
made no objection. But a few days before the franchise 
came up for final passage, the Enquirer suddenly began 
to belch, and to propose amendments which the attomeys 
and lobbyists of the Sunset Company had previously 
suggested. When the franchise was finally passed, the 
•megaphone broke out into a torrent ot personal denuncia- 
tion of the Councihnen who had voted aye. Its peculiar 
course has again exemplified the truth of the old adage 
that an apostate is the most intolerant of converts. 


What caused the Enquirer's apotasy can only be 


conjectured, but the facts and surrounding circumstances 
give it a sinister significance which cannot be obscured 
by the bitter and indecent revilings it heaps upon men 
•who stand deservedly high in this community and whose 
past records in office amply justify the confidence re- 
posed in them by the public. The roll call on the vote of 
final passage tells its own story. Every fair-minded, in- 
telligent citizen can judge for himself, without outside 
assistance, on which side to look for honor, decency and 
regard for the public interests. 


But what has caused the Enquirer to so suddenly 


and furiously foam at fifjy year franchises? 


This Council has given the Traction Company sev- 


eral fifty year franchises. The Board of Supervisors 


I 
has done likewise. 


Did the Enquirer erupt like a sewer wheji these 


franchises were passed? No. Did it pursue tne men 
who voted for them with foul and indecent clamor, and 
assail them as "franchise grabbers" and betrayers of the 
people? 
Not a bit of it. 
Although the franchises 


granted the Traction Company were in their very nature 
exclusive and destructive of future competition, the En- 
quirer made no protest. 


That journal only rushed out, like a drunken scul- 


lion, and began to throw its dirty slops on the most 
reputable men in the Council when they granted a fran- 
chise that would enable another company to install a 
plant in competition with the telephone monopoly. The 
Enquirer did not rouse itself till the Sunset's interests 
were threatened. It did not rouse itself then till every 
other expedient to defeat the franchise had failed. 
It 


was then, and not till then, that the Enquirer responded 
to the Sunset's cry of "Help me Cassius or I sink." 
Whether the Enquirer came to the rescue as a matter 
of love is not for us to say, but it is likely to have all it 
can do to get out the swim itself without saving its friend. 
It has not fooled anybody; it has frightened nobody, but 
it has made a painful exposure of itself. Like the ass in 
the fable, it has only proved its pedigree and quality by 
trying to roar like a lion. 


Governor Pardee's Franchise Record

to grant the Sunset Company an unrestricted franchise for fifty years.

X)ur esteemed contemporary, the San Francisco Chronicle, in Its 


issue of Saturday morning, after indulging in comment somewhat 
irresponsible, concerning the rivalry of lines being constructed from 
the trunk lines in the San Joaquin Valley to the Yosemite, indulges 
in some statements which are so grossly »t variance with immedi- 
ately, past and current history as to justify correction. 


The Chronicle says: 
"The same thing that is happening in regard to railroad develop- 


ment for the Yosemite Valley is taking place also on the Oregon and 
California border, where the Southern Pacific is striving to anticipate 
the entry of a rivafinto the Klamath basin from Weed to Klamath 
Falls. After a company organized by Los Angeles and Klamath 
Falls capital discovered the traffic possibilities of the fertile country 
around the two Klamath and Yule lakes and began to secure rights 
of way along the route surveyed, the Southern Pacific began to 
crowd work on the extension of the McCkmd Rixer Railroad, a line 
originally, designed exclusively for lumbering along the base and 
flanks of Mount Shasta." 


The actual facts concerning these matters are so accessible and 


so convenient of mastery that we feel sure our contemporary will 
thank us for a statement of them relating to the situation in the 
Klamath country. 


Our contemporary declares that after a company, organized by 


Los Angeles and Klamath Falls capital, discovered the traffic possi- 
bilities in the vicinity of the two Klamath lakes, the Southern Pacific 
began to crowd work on the McCloud River Railroad", etc. 


Early in 1901 the Southern Pacific Company» having for a long 


time been thoroughly cognizant of the traffic possibilities of the re- 
gion, induced the Pokegama Sugar Pine Lumber Company to enter 
upon the construction of a railroad from Klamathon—at the crossing 
of the California and Oregon Railroad of the Klamath River—to 
Klamath Falls, in Southern Oregon. The Southern Pacific Company 
offered every encouragement to the construction of this road. 
It 


gave the proprietors options on bodies of valuable timber land, aq.d 
st furnished iron for the road at a low rate per ton, and on long credit. 
Twenty-eight miles of that road were constructed by the 30th oi 
June, 1903, when construction of the line was suspended largely on 
account of the high cost of building the uncompleted portion of the 
road. 


As early then as 1901 the Southern Pacific Company^, so far from 


obstructing the building of a railroad to Klamath Falls, practically 
subsidized such construction. The parties to this undertaking, hav- 
ing exhausted their capital, and the Weed Lumber Company, having 
constructed thirty miles of road for lumbering purposes from Weed 
in the direction of Klamath Falls, a project was mooted to extend 
that road to the lakes. A route was discovered with easy grades, 
promising light cost of construction. The projectors of this line 
rpplied at once to the Southern Pacific Company, and received every 
encouragement. 


The McCloud River Lumber Company owns bodies of land to 


t'ie northeast of its plant at McCloud, and is constructing a railroad 
to bring out the product of these lands. It is not engaged in building 
a railroad to Klamath Falls. That its road may at sometime be 
extended to that point is within the possibilities, but there is no 
present intention on the part of the McCloud River Lumber Com- 
pany to extend its road beyond the body of timber which is now the 
objective point of construction. 


Beyond all this the Southern Pacific Company has no relation 


whatever in alliance or other affiliation with the McCloud River 
Lumber Company than that of a public carrier. And, as already 
stated, the Southern Pacific Company is affording every encourage- 
ment to the construction of the line which at present is known as the 
,Veed connection between the main line df the California and Oregon 
in California and Klamath Falls in Southern Oregon.

'WOMAN DFUVlNd MACHINE SUD- 


; LOSES CONTROL AND 


. OVERTURNS, 


SAN FBANCISCO, October 23.—Mrs. 


{da Planz, wife of Theodore Planz of 667 
Geary street, was thrown from her auto- 
mobile yesterday 
afternoon 
about 3 


o'clock at the comef of Van Ness ave- 
nue and Sacramento street and Instantly 
killed, her skull being fractured and her 
neck 
broken. 
By 
some remarkable 


chance, the others In tha machine, Theo- 
dore Planz, his mother, Mrs. Henry Planz, 
and his two little nieces, Theodora and 
Irnm Schaertzer, escaped with a few 
'bruises, although It was feared for a time 
that Mrs. Henry Planz had fractured her 
skull. Mrs. Ida Planz was driving the 
automobile at the time of the accident, 
having assumed control but a few blocks 
down Van Ness avenue from the scene of 
the fatality. As she approached the Sac- 
ramento street car line she turned her 
machine suddenly to the left, either to 
avoid the manhole in the middle of the 
avenue or to cj-oas the tracks diagonally. 
This movement was made too suddenly, 
especially as the car was going rapidly, 
so that It slewed around violently. It Is 
said by witnesses of the occurence that 
Mrs. Planz became confused then and let 
go entirely of the steering heel, aa a re- 
sult of which the machine ran wild, 
turned completely around so that tt was 
facing in the direction from which It had 
come, and then capsized, airs. Planz was 
on the upper side of the car as It went 
over and was thrown some feet, turning 
over as she was thrown so that she 
fell on her right side, fracturing the skull 
at the .base and breaking her neck. She 
was a ghastly sight, as tha side of her 
skull was crushed In and the blood poured 
out of her ear. 
Mrs. Planz was carried to the resi- 
dence ot Dr. Frlsblo at 1010 Van Ness 
avenue, a fow doora from where the acci- 
dent took place, but It Is aald by the 
physicians that she was dead before she 
could, be reached even by the bystanders. 
Planz -was not hurt, but was almost 
Insane with grief at the loss of his wife. 
They have "been married nine years and 
It Is said by the family that they were 
singularly devoted. Testerday It seemed1 
that Planz' heart would break; he went 
Into the room where his wife's body was 
placed and wept and moaned, crying out: 
Oh, my little sweetheart; my little Ida! 
How can 1 live without you?" He said 
that he was unable to give, any Idea of 
:how It had happened, except that ho had 
let his wife drive the machine and was 
sitting by her helping her when they sud- 
denly turned over. One strange feature 
of the matter is that Planz had mads ar- 
rangements to sell the machine and had 
itaken his wife out yesterday for a last 
trip in their own car. Planz' mother, who 
,1s over seventy years old, was uncon- 
scious from bar fall from the automobile, 
anfl. as some blood came from her eais 
It -was feared for a time that her skull 
trtia fractured also. 
She was taken to 
'tha McNutt Hospital and there a thor- 
ough examination showed that she was 
•really not Injured at all, save from the 
severs shock, a bad bruise under one eye 
and a. sprain of one of her shoulders, 
.which Is slight The physicians say that 
the blood from her ear must have been 
from somo little membrane, as the drum 
of the ear Is intact and there are no evi- 
dences of fracture. She will probably bo 
removed within a day or two to 
home on Twenty-second street. 
Theodora Schaertzer, the twelve-year- 
old girl, who had a large purple bruisa 
on -her forehead, but was otherwise un- 
hurt, displayed remarkable coolness and 
presence of mind after the accident, es- 
pecially In caring for her sister Irma, two 
oor three years younger, who had slight 
bruises about her head and 9 cut on her 
lip. She gave a very clear account of 
what happened and of the trip,

Thrilling Experience of a 


Young Man in an 


Aeroplane.* 


NEfW YORK, Oct. 23.—In the North 


river, off Seventy-ninth street, yester- 
day afternoon. 2,000 New Yorkers saw 
one of the most thrilling spectacles In 
the history of ballooning. . 


From the opea road-way, leading to 


the dock, after a half dozen ludicrous 
failures, a rickety, creaking, fragile 
aeroplane shot into the air as If pro- 
pelled from the muzzle of a Cannon. 
In the center, enmeshed In piano-wire 
girders and guys and a net-work ol 
frail .barn-boo poles, clung the aero- 
naut, C. K. Hamilton, a young Texan. 
With -hands and legs outspread like a 
giant monkey, man and machine -went 
up, propelled by nothing, but drawn 
•with a rope attadied to the stern 
bitts of a tus boat, which, far out in 
the river, was heading down stream, 
as fast as its kicking crew could send 


The throng ashore Sield Its breath. 
The aeroplane,sheered and rocked.like 
a boy's kite in a gale. One hundred, 
two, three 
hundred feet 
It soared, 
creaking and cracking. No spiders in 
a' foroken -web ever drove more des- 
perately to hold for a few minutes of 
life than did Hamilton. 


As the machine dived to the right 
the pale-faced lad- in the meshes ot 
the aeroplane jumped to the left, arid 
vice versa. 


Not an instant, from the time It 


darted up from the ground until it 'be- 
gan slowly to settle flown Into the wa- 
ters of the river didfthe frantic tattle 
for equilibrium and life In the aero- 
plane cease. 


Voices that -had cheered the daring 
aeronaut at the first dart into the air 
were stilled. Dozens of wonfen turned 
from the sight as Hamilton weaved In 
and out of his cage with the agility of 
a frightened monkey. 


"Wlhen. the aeroplane faad reached a. 
point estimated at 350 feet, 
a ferry 
boat got in the course of the tug and 
compelled that craft to veer up stream. 
That left the cranky thing In the air 
without propelling power and St graQ- 
ually settled. 
As the 
rope 
became 
slack it fell slowly, with a bird-like 
swinging motion from - right to left 
into the 
river. . Launches, 
sailing 
boats, tug boats, row boats and yachts 
made for the aeroplane and rescued 
the Texan. 


"I got away with it," were his first 


words, "but I'll never know just how 
I did it. 
"It was the most exciting experience 
I have "nad in five years of ballooning, 
and I want no more of it." 


Many of those who saw yesterday's 
spectacle, declared they would never 
look at another of Its character.

Report of the Executive 


Board Filed-local 


Union Notes, 


The Japanese and Korean Exclusion 


League held a meeting In San Francisco 
Sunday at which the secretary, A. E. 
1'oell, submitted the report of the execu- 
tive board. The report showed that many 
replies had been received to tha letters 
of the committee on publicity and sta- 
tistics regard!ng\the number of Japanese' 
at various places, and -wide publicity had 
been obtained, with the result that 
twenty-seven of the largest labor ex- 
. changes in the East had taken up the 
subject of exclusion; that resolutions of 
exclusion adopted by the league on May 
14 had been adopted by the Ancient Or- 
der of Foresters, International Association 
of Machinists,1, International Association 
of 
Elevator 
Constructors, 
American 


Brotherhood of Cement Workers, Inter- 
national Association of Blacksmiths and 
Helpers, 
International Association of 
Photo Engravers, International Associa- 
tions of Electrical Workers—representing 
377,600 citizens;,that the resolutions had 
obtained the unanimo'us indorsement of 
the Building Trades Councils of Califor- 
nia, 
numbering 33,500 artisans; that a 
total of 219 communications had been re- 
ceived from as many organizations, rep- 
resenting 11,970 members, indorsing the 
resolutions; that the San Francisco Labor 
Council, representing about 40,000 mem- 
bers, had also given its Indorsement, and 
that up to data the movement had re- 
"ceived the indorsement of 82,470 citizens 
of this State and 
377,600 outside 
the 
State, these numbers being continually on 
the increase. The committee on public- 
ity and statistics has been instructed to 
communicate with the editors of the prin- 
cipal labor journals relative to the publi- 
cation of matter relative to exclusion, 
and the secretary had been Instructed to 
submit something every week to the 
various labor exchanges to keep the mat- 
ter constantly before the public. 
The 
committee on organization has added 
nineteen to the number of affiliated or- 
ganizations. The monthly income of the 
league is $219. Congressman Qillett, It 
was stated, had announced squarely that 
he was heartily in accord with any. move- 
ment along the line under which the 
league was working, and Congressman 
Needharn.had written that the resolu- 
tions of the league would be given care- 
ful consideration by him, and that he 
hoped his stand when- the matter came 
up in Congress would be satisfactory. 
The matter of excluding Japanese, 
Chinese and Koreans from the public 
schools was brought up by Edward Mar- 
latt and after some discussion the execu- 
tive board was instructed to use vigorous 
efforts to bring this about. E. B. Carr, 
the

from

clubs, said there was danger of this 
serving as an entering wedge for the1 
division of the school funds, but he made 
no objection to the action taken. 
It was announced that a big meeting 


of the friends of Japanese and Korean 
exclusion wouVd be held at the Alhambra 
Theater soon.

So for once about a dozen of the em- 
ployers have signed such an agreement 
and they are not among the largest em- 
ployers. H the others continue to stand 
firm all the drivers will be ordered out. 
It is declared by the men that other 
locals of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters stand ready to aid them by a 
sympathetic strike.

Ida Planz, wife of Theoaore Flanz of 667 
Geary street, was thrown from her auto- 
mobile yesterday afternoon about 3 
o'clock at the corner of Van Ness ave- 
nue and Sacramento street and Instantly 
Killed, her skull being fraUured and her 
neck 
broken. 
By some remarkable 


chance, the others In the machine, Theo- 
dore PJanz, his mother, Mrs Henry Planz, 
and his two little nieces, Theodora and 
Irma Schaertzer, escaped with a few 
bruises, although It was feared for a time 
that Mrs Henry Planz had fractured her 
skull. Mrs Ida Planz was driving tho 
automobile at tho time of the accident, 
having assumed cor.tiol but a few blocks 
down Van Ness avenua from the scene of 
the fatality. As she approached the Sac- 
ramento street car line she turned lier 
machine suddenly to the left, either to 
avoid the manhole In the middle of the 
av ertue or to cross the tracks diagonally 
This movement was made too suddenly, 
especially as the car was going rapldl>, 
so that It slewed aiound \lolentlv. It Is 
said by -witnesses of tho occurence that 
Mrs. PJanz became confused then and let 
go entirely of the steering heel, as a re- 
sult of which the machine ran wild, 
turned completely around so that It was 
facing in the direction from which It had 
come, and then capsized. Mrs. Planz was 
on the upper side of tho car aa it went 
over and was thrown some feet, turning 
over as she was thrown so that she 
fell on her right side, fracturing the skull 
at the base and breaking her neck 
She 
•was a ghastly sight, as the side of her 
skull was crushed in and the blood poured 
out of her ear. 
Mrs. Planz was carried to the resi- 
dence of Dr. Frlsble at 1610 Van Ness 
avenue, a few doors from where the acci- 
dent took plaoe, but It is said by the 
physicians that she was dead before she 
could be reached even by the bystanders 
Planz was not hurt but was almost 
insane with grief at the loss of his tvife. 
They have been married nine years and 
It Is said by the family that they were 
singularly devoted 
Yesterday it seemed 
that Planz' heart would break; he went 
Into tho room where his wife's body was 
placed and wept and moaned, crying out: 
r'Oh, my little sweetheart: my little Ida1 
How can I live without you?" He said 
that he was unable to give any idea of 
how It tad happened, except that he had 
let his wife drive the machine and TV as 
Bitting by her helping her when they sud- 
denly turned over. One strange feature 
of the matter Is that Planz had mads ar- 
rangements to sell the machine and had 
taken his wife out yesterday for a last 
'trip In their own car, Planz' mother, who 
Is over seventy years old, was uncon- 
sclous from her fall from the automobile, 
end. as some blood came from her ear, 
it was feared for a time that her skul] 
was fraetuved also. She was taken to 
'the McNutt Hospital and there a thor- 
ough examination showed thai she waa 
really not injured at all, save from the 
severe shock, a bad bruise under one eye 
and a sprain of one of her shoulders, 
•which Is slight The physicians say thai 
the blood from her ear must have been 
from some little membrane, as the drum 
of the ear is intact and there are no evi- 
dences of fracture. She will probably bo 
removed within a day or two to her 
home on Twenty-second street. 
Theodora Schaertzer, the twelve-year- 
old girl, who had a large purple bruis» 
on her forehead, but was otherwise un- 
hurt, displayed remarkable coolness and 
presence of mind after the accident, es- 
pecially in caring for her sister Irma, two 
oor three years younger, who had slight 
bruises about her head and a cut on her 
lip. Shi gave a very clear account of 
what happened and of the trip.

If the others continue to stand 
flrra all the drivers will be ordered out 
It is declared by the men that other 
locals of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters stand ready to aid them by a 
sympathetic strike 
With the 60,000 men of the twenty-two 
chapters of the Teamsters' Union on 
strike many branches of industry In the 
city would be paralyzed. That serious 
rioting, such as occurred In Chicago, 10 
feared, even in the present stage of the 
conflict, is evident from the orders which 
have been given to the police. The forca 
of mounted men who guarded trucks oa 
Saturday was re-enforced this morning. 
Anticipating such a conflict as Impend- 
ing, the Truck Owners' Association Is de- 
clared to have several hundred "strike- 
breakers <>n the ground. By the drivers 
It Is charged that most of the strike- 
breakers have been imported from Chi- 
cago, where they were used in the battle 
against the union, but this is denied by 
the employers. 
Both sides were further apart than 
ever last night after meetings had been 
held to .discuss the situation. Mr. Hoff- 
mann declared there was no thought of 
withdrawal or compromise 
"If there must be a test of strength 
between the truck owners and ourselves,' 
said he, "we have mli^ar as to the out- 
coma. We have enough money .to stand 
a long- struggle."
